During the of July 1954, it emerged 

that sub-paragranti 5(a; or Appendix F feo the uKUSA Agi'ocment had not, in 
the past, been interpreted in the same sense on both sides of the 
Atlantic. The U.S. had interpreted this sub-paragraph exactly as 
written (although, I gather, with qualifications iti practice); the U*K. 
as though the word '*or” in the phrase "or taken on circuits etc” had 
been ”and”. It was then agreed that the practical application of this 
paragraph shoiiLd be the same on both sides ajid that N.S.A. and G.C.H.Q. 
should discuss and agi^e an interpretation. 

2, Subsequently I wrote to you on this subject in my DGC/470S of the 
l6th August, 1954, arid your reply readied me through a SUSLO minute, 
reference SUSLO/OOS75, of the 26th August, 1954. I now feel that 
it will suffice if the two Agencies have a clear undprstanding of how the 
other will apply the provisions of para. 5 in practice.

The agreement to consult, as expressed in the last few lines of para, 5> 
should cover all possible difficulties that may arise.
